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SIR, 


HERE is in Man a Spirit fo 
extravagant, an Appetite fo in- 
ordinate, that no Laws have 
been found cffeGual to reftrain 


late the other. 

The firft Legiflators of the 
World were very fenfible they 
had a Beaft of Prey to manage, but did not believe 
him to be untameable. 

They were even fanguine enough to think that, 
according to the Scripture Phrafe, they could take 
away his Heart of Stone, and give him a Heart of 
Fieth. 

Hope and Fear they faw were the great Springs 
of Life; and, therefore, it was rea(onable to fuppofe, 
that they might be made the Springs of Go- 
vernment. 

On thefe Principles which they found in Na- 
ture, they grafted two more by Art, which arofe 
from Opinion and Reflection, viz. a Love of Ho- 
nour, and an Abhorrence of Infamy, 

But previoufly they took care to {ettle the Ideas 
of Good and Jil, and to annex Merit to the Firft, 
and Demerit to the Laft. 

That Habit might be on the Side of Virtue, 
they watch’d the Babe from the Time of it’s 
Birth, and correéted the Vices and Imperfections of 
every Individual, for the Sake of the Whole. 

Refining yet farther, they endeavour’d to render 
the Manners of that Whole of a Piece; fo as to 
derive a Charaéteriftic to their Country; which 
became the Standard both of Sentiment and Adtion ; 
and which it was equally a Duty to obferve, and a 
Crime to depart from. 

Hence the Athenian became polite, the Spartan 
temperate, the Roman magnanimous ; and he that 
ceas’d to be magnanimous, temperate or polite, 
ceas’d to be an Athenian, Spartan, or Roman. 

And knowing that Laws received their Autho- 
rity from the Example of thofe who gave them, 
they themfelves not only conform’d to their own 
Edicts, but went beyond them ; exciting Emulation 
in the Good, by the Purity of their Hearts; ex- 
tinguifhing Envy in the Bad, by the Severity of 
their Lives. 

The great End of all their Cares being to render 
their Fellow Citizens wifer and happier than they 
found them ; and the great Reward they afpired to, 
the Love of thofe they ferv’d; and. the Glory of 
having approached as near the Godhead, as human 
Frailty would allow, bya Communication of Good 
to all within their Reach. 

On the contrary, the Politicians of later Times, 
T will not call them Legiflators, for they do not de- 
ferve that venerable Name, have fet out on very 
different Principles, and with oe Views ; 
which required very different Meafures, and pro- 
dud very different Confequences. 

Inftead of perplexing themfelves in the Search 
of Expedients to improve, exalt, and ennoble the 
buman Species, they chofe to confider. them only 
as the Herd they were to fheer, and the Oxen they 





were firft to guad in the Plough, and then to carry | 


to Market. 
In order to which they fet up an Image which 
they call'd Layalty, inftead of the Divinity of the 


Antients, call’d Pudlic Spirit. And no fooner was 
the Idolatry become the Eftablifhment, than Men 
were let loofe as Bull-Dogs abroad, and taught to 
crouch like Affes at home. 

Elevation of Genius gave way to Elevation of 
Place. ‘Io be Right Honourable by Patent, was 
held more worth Ambition, than to be wife as So- 
crates, upright as Fabricius, or heroic as Brutus ; 
and Government was fo exercis’d in every Inftance, 
as if inftituted only to make somE Men Great, 
inftead of ALt Men HAPpPy. 

But even under fuch a Degeneracy of Times and 
Manners as this, it has beea ufual for thofe who 
made the Laws their Tools, and who confidered 
the Truft af the Commonwealth, as a Property 
they might cither ufe or abufe, according to their 
own good Pleafure; it has been ufual for thele 
Scelerates to talk of the Public with Concern ; to 
preferve Appcarances at !caft ; to affe& to be well 
with the People ; to drop a Benevolence now and 
then among them, in order to keep them in Tem- 
per ; to fecure them from the Teeth and Talons of 
one another; if not for the People’s Sake, at lcaft 
for their own ; that their Vaflals might know, that 
none had a Privilege to rob but themfelves. 

There is, therefore, Room to imagine, perhaps, 
that fome Part of the World or other may be vi- 
fited in Days to come, with Avengers under the 
Name of Governors, who, as Shake/peare fays, may 
our-Hrrop, HERop; who may introduce Mil- 
chiefs and authorize Enormities, fuch as we, who 
have the Honour to exift in this brave and righ- 
teous Age, can neither prefume that any Under- 
takers could be found detperate enough to run the 
Rifque of, nor any Nation bafe enough to com- 
port with. 

It may be imagin'’d, for Inftance, that a King- 
dom rich, great, tree, and independent as our own, 
may fall into the Hands of a bold, rath, all-defying 


‘Minifter, who may tell himtelf to the Will and 


Pleafure of his Prince, for the Power of fubduing 
the. People to bis own; who may lord it in the 
Council, by over-awing a feeble, timid, mean-f{pi- 
rited Oppofer into a grumbling Toal; who in Scorn 
of the Senfe and Refentment of the People, may 
enter into Meafures apparently fatal to their Inte 
reft and Honour, and yet compel them not only 
to fupport thofe fatal Meafures with their Wealth, 
but feal them with their Blood; who may treat 
Senates openly as Proftitutes and Slaves, whofe fole 
Privilege was to ratify what he had -decreed : And 
who, rather than have his own wicked Web un- 
twilted, or part with his Power, or acknowledge 
himfelf in the Wrong, would proceed without 
Remorfe to facrifice his Country. 

Under fuch a political Dare- Devil as this, not 
only all the peculiar Maxims of a Conftitution may 
bs difgrac’d and violated, but the very Fundamen- 
tals of Government may be fhook almoft to a 
Diffolution. 

To adminifter Juftice and extend#roteftion, are 
the Pillars on which all Governments are, or ought 
to be founded ; and he that makes it bis Bufinefs to 
fubvert them, deferves to perith, like Samp/on, un- 
der the Ruins he had made, 

But no Protection can be found where the Sword 
is in the Hand of the Spoiler, nor Juftice where 





the Judge goes'Halves in the Robbery; and dares 
| not fentence the Thict, for fear of being hang’d by 
‘a Precedent of his own fetting, 


| Qa the other Hand, tho’ fuch a Government 





may fubfit, for a while, by the mere Force of 
Form and Cuftom, fuch flagrant Perverfions 
loofen, by Degrees, all the Bands of Society, and 
lend Countenance, and almoft Authority, to the 
moft terrible Diforders. 

It is not enough for a Government to have 
Power: It fhould be reverenc’d, in order to be 
well obey’d: Now it is Reputation alone that 
paves the Way for Reverence; And Reputation is 
very feldom beftow'd, where there is nenher Abi- 
lity nor Integrity todeferve it. 

Mere Innocence may fecure itfelf from Odium, 
if not from Contempt: But where Power and Re- 
putation are at open War; where the very Mask of 
Decency 1s thrown off ; where there is a total Inva- 
fion of all Order; and a total Relaxation of all Dif 
cipline ; where the detected Crintinalsis not only facred 
from Puniithment, but Tryal, is not only indem- 
nity’d, but enrich’d, ennobled, and adorn’d with 
all the Ornaments which beloug’d to exemplary 
Virtue; where the -Man of Honour and Merit 
is chac’d out of the Service and even Presence of 
his Prince ; where Spirit, Genius, and Principle, 
are under manileft Profcription ; where the Delibe- 
rations of State have no other Tendency than to 
impoverith and opprefs the People, and the Bulinefs of 
every Day is to hide the Impotture of the paft, and 
provide a new ene for the Morrow; where every 
Man looks on the Commonwealth as a common 
Prey ; and, like a /1uffar, protefles to regard no- 
thing but the Spoil; Where Government wears 
fuch a Face as this, inftead of being reverenced, 
it will be defpis’d and abhorr’d, the very Laws 
themiclves, will Jofe their Force and Diguity. 
CoRRUPTION IN THE SENATE, WILL MAKE 
Way For RAPINE IN THE SeRBETS, Ex- 
ample will carry Contagion along with it: The 
happy Wickednefs of the Great, will induce the 
Vulgar to believe that they need only be as wicked 
to be as happy too, Virtue will be a loft Thing: 
Inftead of afpiring to Honour, Men will compound 
for Impunity ; While audacious Villany goes unpu- 
nifhed, helplefs Innocence will be unprotected: 
And fuch a profligate Spirit will, at laft, take Pof- 
feffion of all, that, in fpite of Shame and Sunthine, 
they will dare to do any thing but what is bone//, 
brave and great; and as a Nation of Herogs will 
depencrate into a Nation of THigves. 

The more painful it is to reflect that any Nation 
is liable to fall into a Condition fo delperate and 
deplorable as this, the more Pleafure an Eng/i/bman 
muft feel when he reverts to that bappy Con/litutian, 
which his Forefathers had the Glory to eftablilh, 
which he enjoys at full; and which he knows to 
be EQUALLY incorruptible and immortal; A Con- 
ftitution that abounds with Remedies for every 
Grievance, and Laws to punilh every Trefpals : 
And that direéts the Sword of Juftice alike to the 
Minifter and the Pickpocket; Among us, it is even 
a Crune to be Poor; and if a Wretch has not the 
Knack of providing for himlelf, he becomes For- 
feit to the Government, and is fent to the Field to 
be fhot out of the Way: Not even the King bemt- 
felf can difpenfe with a Nusance , andif the Na 
tion fheuld COMPLAIN that his Majelty had one uns 
der his Nofe, he would find himieli under a Necefe 
lity (O REMOVF IT, 

If ever, therctore, we fhould fink into fuch ag 
Abyfs of Depravity, ashath been already ‘ct forthy 
from having been the Admiration, we thas become 
the Contempt of the Univerfe.
